Shamir to meet Haig in Washington 


Cabinet accepts Sharon’s 
plan for territories

NEW YORK. — Foreign M mister 
Yitzhak Shamir has been invited to 
Washington to meet today with U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig. 
Shamir will leave New York after an 
address to the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation scheduled for noon today. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Avi 
Pazner said that Shamir “would not 
initiate a discussion" about the 


proposed AWACS planes deal with 
the Saudis, but "would answer any 
question that the secretajy of state 
has about the issue.” The 
spokesman said that the main aim of 
the meeting is to discuss "specific 
issues” relating to the “general 
peace process in the area” and to 
“exchange notes” on meetings that 
Shamir and Haig held separately in 
New York with various foreign 
ministers.

KEDUMIM. — The World Zionist 
Organization is planning to settle 
more than 100,000 Jews in the West 
Bank during the coming four years, 
the co-chairman of its settlement 
department, Matityahu Drobles, 
said here yesterday. He told 
reporters be will soon present the 
broad outlines of the plan to the 
government for approval. 

The plan is part of* wider drive 
to increase the Jewish population of 
Judea and Samaria from the present 
20,000 to 1,000,000 within 30 years, 
Drobles said. His aide maintained 
that by then there will be 1.2 million 
Arabs .there if they continue to 
emigrate at the present rate, or 
1.9m. if emigration drop s. 

(The plan appears to be in” con- 
tradiction to a statement made on 
September IT by Agriculture 
Minister Simha Ehrlich that .the 
government intends to establish a 


maximum of four new settlements 
in the West Bank.) 

The plan calls for increasing to 
SO.OOO the population in existing 
settlements designed to become 
“towns," such as Elkana, Ariel and 
Karnei Shomron. Another 36,000 
people would be settled in 10 new 
satellite towns, to be set up on the 
western slopes, of Samaria and 
around Jerusalem. These are in- 
tended to attract one-third of the 
anticipated population growth in 
the Dan Region, Dov Naim, the 
department's chief architect said. 

Most of the settlers will be ex- 
pected to hold jobs within the 
Green Line and commute to work. 
At present only 35 per cent of the 
settlers are locally employed, and 
Drobles envisaged increasing the 
figure to 40 per cent. 

The WZO's settlement chief 
claimed towns could grow rapidly 
mainly through the efforts of private 


entrepreneurs. Development of the 
smaller-rural and communal settle- 
ments would be carefully control* 
led: each settlement with 50 families 
would be increased to 100 this year, 
to 1 80 next year and to 300 the year 
after. In four years time the popula- 
tion of the existing rural and com- 
munal settlements would be in- 
creased to 13,000, he said. 

Drobles said that the needs of the 
Arab residents of the area were not 
taken into account. “The plan is a 
plan for Jews,” he said. “I don’t 
care if the Arabs accept it or not.” 

But Naim said Jater the military 
government has commissioned a 
master plan for Arab settlements 
and eventually the plans will be 
coordinated. He added he had been 
careful not to plan Jewish settle- 
ments within a two-kilometre range 
of Arab localities. 

Drobles said that most of the 
four-year expansion will be on state- 
owned land.

With the struggle in the U.S. 
Congress over the Saudi 
AWACS deal at a critical stage, 
Israel declared yesterday that 
Riyadh's rejection of joint 
Saudi-U.S. operation of the 
planes “is further proof ... that 
the deal is a grave danger to 
Israel’s security.” 

The statement was issued after 
the weekly cabinet meeting, it had 
been drafted and submitted by 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
himself, and, though some of die 
ministers were initially dubious 
about its wisdom or merit, the 
cabinet eventually endorsed it 
without opposition. 

Government officials insisted 
afterwards that the statement was 
not intended as a hint that Israel 
could ‘live with 1 the AWACS deal if 
the Saudis were to accept joint 
Saudi-U.S. operation. 

This, on the face of it, is a possi- 
ble implication of the Israeli state- 
ment — and this indeed s how 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Berman, a 
lawyer by profession, immediately 
read it. Berman objected on these 
grounds, arguing that the statement 
would be construed around the 
world as a deliberate softening of 
position by Israel, at this crucial 
juncture in the AWACS decision- 
making process in Washington. 

Cabinet sources said the premier 
did not address himself to this par- 
ticular point in pressing for ap- 
proval of the statement. 


The sources said Begin, Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer, and 
Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda 
Ben-Meir, all spoke forcefully in 
favour of issuing the statement. 
They noted that the statement did 
not refer directly to the U.S. 
decision-making, or to President 
Ronald Reagan's upbraiding of 
Israel last week for seeking to in- 
fluence American foreign policy. 

One argument that was adduced in 
favour of Issuing the statement was 
that Israel must show itself not to 
have been cowed by the U.S. presi- 
dent's tough remarks. Israel must 
demonstrate, according to dds argu- 
ment, that its oppositon to the 
AWACS deal was not weakened by 
Reagan's strictures. 

At the same time, it was argued 
that this must be achieved without 
entering into a direct confrontation 
with the president, and without 
directly meddling in the U.S. 
decision-making process. 

Hence Begin's idea of aiming 
Israel's verbal broadside at Saudi 
Arabia. 

Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor, ex- 
plaining the Israeli statement, said 
that by rejecting the idea of joint 
Saudi-U.S. operation of the 
AWACS planes, Saudi Arabia was 
in effect indicating that it does in- 
tend to use the planes against Israel, 
and not merely against Soviet- 
inspired attackers of her oil fields. 
Otheiwiae, why should it object to 
U.S. participation in operating the 
planes, he asked? 


Nixon: Begin, U.S. Jews 
have to face 'consequences’ 


NEW YORK. — Former U.S. presi- 
dent Richard Nixon said yesterday 
that Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and "parts ofithe American 
Jewish community” would have to 
take the consequences if Congress 
blocks the AWACS sale to Saudi 
Arabia because of their opposition 
to it. 

Nixon’s statement was described 
as his first major foreign policy 
declaration since the Reagan ad- 


ministration took office. “We know, 
the Saudis know and everyone in 
the Middle East knows, that if it 
were not for the intense opposition 
by Begin and parts of the American 
Jewish community, the AWACS 
sale would go through," Nixon said. 

“This is a cold fact that oppo- 
nents of the sale, whatever their 
own particular reasons, must take 
into account. This fact will greatly

Yasser Arafat will be seeking 
“sophisticated’ military hardware" 
— reportedly to include Sam-2 and 
Sam-6 anti-aircraft missiles — when 
he vishs : Moscow late this year, PLO 
foreign press spokesman said jn an 
interview .with UP1 yesterday. 

The spokesman, Mahmoud 
Labadi. told UP1 that the smaller, 
less sophisticated SAM -7 and SAM-

The SAM -2 and especially the

National Police headquarters, 
originally earmarked as the new 
Prime Minister’s Office.

BRUSSELS (UP1). — West Ger-

The realignment of currency 
values in the E MS had been signal- 
led by week-long rumours on 
money markets.

Finance sources said a reap- 
praisal of the values of the mark, 
franc and lira was anticipated, and 
said the guilder frequently moved in 
tandem with the mark. They said a 
revaluation of the mark would fit 
into Bonn's anti-innation policy, as 
it would mean savings on its massive 
oil import bill. 

A West German official said the 
upward trend of the mark against 
the dollar might not become ap- 
parent immediately, because 
speculative capital placed in West 
Germany in the expectation of the 
revaluation might first be 
withdrawn. 

. The official said a stronger mark 


would not seriously damage the 
competitiveness of German exports 
because sale contracts frequently 
are placed in dollars. He said possi- 
ble export losses would be amply off- 
set by savings on imports and .the 
overall results or West Germany's 
fight against inflation. 

The EMS links currencies of all 
community member countries ex- 
cept Britain and Greece in a joint 
float designed, to protect them 
against sudden fluctuations on 
world currency markets. 


Israeli restrictions 
hit Alia flights 

AMMAN (UPI). — The Jordanian 
airlines. Alia, has abolished its 
flights to Houston and will soon dis- 
continue its services to Chicago, 
reliable sources said yesterday. 

The cutbacks have come about as 
a result of Israeli prohibitions on 
tourists which do not allow them to 
both enter and leave Israel overland 
through Jordan, the sources, who 
refusal to be identified, indicated. 

The Israeli restrictions on tourist 
travel were imposed to protect the 
national carrier, El Al, from com- 
petition, they said. The route reduc- 
tions will mean a loss of 45,000 
reservations a year for Alia, the 
sources added.

“Add to this the presence of 15,000 
mercenaries from Communist countries such 
as Cuba, the Soviet Union and East Germany 
in Libya and you reach the conclusion there is 
a master plan that goes beyond the dreams of 
Libyan President Muammar Gaddafi,” Abu 
Ghazal said. 

“All indications point to a Soviet plan that 
aims at destroying the forces that oppose 
Soviet control of the region,’ 1 he said. “The 
only- power that obstructs the Soviet scheme 
at present is Egypt." - . 

Abu Ghazala also said the Soviet Union 
maintains a naval base in South Yemen and 
has provided that Marxist country with 200 
warplanes and 500 tanks. 


"This points to another Soviet scheme, 
which is to gain control over Bab al-Mandab 
Straits and threaten shipping in the Red Sea 
as well as the oilfields in Saudi Arabia and the 
Gulf,” he said. 

The three Soviet surrogates — Ethiopia. 
Libya and South Yemen — concluded a treaty 
of friendship and cooperation in August. 

In a separate interview with the newspaper 
AlSiyassi, Abu Ghazala said Egypt and the 
U.S. will stage joint military exercises 
November 14-21 in an area west of Cairo. 

The participating U.S, troops will begin ar- 
riving in Egypt an November 7 and will return 
home immediately after the exercise, he said. 

Answering a question, Abu Ghazala said an 
Israeli nuclear bomb would be a “paper-tiger. 
If Israel uses such a bomb against its 
neighbours, it wilt not escape its .dangers 
. because Israel lacks territorial depth," he 
said.

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim is 
pressing for the government to take 
. some action against Ihe Gush 
Emunim squatters at Moshav 
Talmei Yosef in ihc Rafab area. But 
Nissim. it is understood, is not 
specifically calling for their im- 
mediate. forcible removal by the 
army or the police. 

Other ministers, among them 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon, are 
solidly opposed to the use of force 
against the squatters at this stage — 
seven months before the final 
withdrawal from Sinai. 

The issue will be taken up by an 
ad hoc committee of ministers, un- 
der Premier Menachem Begin, dur- 
ing this week. Nissim raised it at the 
cabinet yesterday, because an 
earlier session of the ad hoc 
ministerial committee had failed to 
reach agreement The committee 
incl udes B egin, Sharon , N issim , 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 


Deputy Premier Simha Ehrlich. 

Nissim argues that iT the rule of 
law is to prevail in this country, the 
government cannot ait idly by while 
a flagrantly illegal trespass takes 
place. The government, he said, 
must act to express its disapproval 
of the illegality — even though 
politically, as other ministers have 
argued, this might play into the 
squatters' hands. 

The justice minister is believed to 
be strongly backed by the attorney- 
general in his position-of-principle. 

That position-of-principle, 
however, does not necessarily dic- 
tate an immediate, forcible ouster. 
Illegal trespass can be challenged in 
two ways: by a police prosecution, 
or by a civil suit. Thus the govern- 
ment, as owner of the occupied, 
houses at Talmei Yosef, could sue 
the Gush Emunim' squatters for 
damages — thereby demonstrating 
its disapproval of their squatting 
without (at this stage) forcing a 
physical. confrontation with them. 


Sinai withdrawal has begun, 
but only for logistic needs

CAIRO. — Israel has started pull- 
ing out its military equipment from 
the remaining one-third of Sinai it is 
scheduled to return to Egypt next 
April, Al-Gomhouriya newspaper 
said yesterday. 

A l- A hr am newspaper added that a 
joint .Egyptian-Israeli military team 
will shortly start marking signs to 
delineate Egypt's final order, to 
which Israel is withdrawing by April 
25. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali said on Saturday that 
Egypt will begin inspection of instal- 
lations and airports in the remaining 
portion of the peninsula in mid- 
October. Ali said he will lead 
Egypt's delegation to a session of 
the Egyptian-Israeli joint military 
committee scheduled in Tel Aviv 
for Oct. 25. 

In Israel, meanwhile, senior 
military sources reiterated that 


Israel will hot hand back any pan of 
Sinai before April. Jerusalem! they 
said, is pulling back its forces ac- 
cording to logistic need, and not 
through any agreement with Egypt 
for an early withdrawal. 

Settlers will not be asked to leave 
before next March, and every in- 
centive is being offered to those 
who wish to remain until the final 
date, the sources said. 

The military pullback is beginn- 
ing now only to insure that there 
will be no last-minute bottleneck, 
blit at the same time. Israel's 
defence needs are being taken into 
account. Some camps in Sinai have 
been dismantled, but enough forces 
have been left behind to take care 
of any eventuality, the sources said. 

They emphatically denied that 
any mention was made of an early 
Israeli withdrawal at last month’s 
Begin-Sadat summit, nor has the 
subject been discussed formally or 
informally by Defence M inister 
Ariel Sharon.

However, he 
said he supports the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s proposal, because it 
would “help US. security” and 
because a rejection would be 
“damaging... to our ability to con- 
duct foreign policy.” 

A similar point was made by U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, who in an appearance 
on CBS-TV’s Face the Nation said a 
congressional rejection of the sale 
would mean that the US. would 
have “dealt ouiseives an unneces- 
sary damaging blow,” because it 
would damage U.S. relations with 
the Saudis and other “moderate" 
Arab states. 

He said it would hurt Reagan’s 
chances of bringing peace to the 
Middle East and that Reagan is 
seeking the development of the type 
of relations between Israel and 
Saudi Arabia that now exist 
between Israel and Egypt. (JTA,

IDF investigates alleged

. An IDF officer yesterday accompanied Ihe 
kadi of the al-lbrahimi Mosque in Hebron 
into the Cave of the Patriarchs (Machpela). 
under the mosque, which has been sealed off 
Tor hundreds of years, to check reports that a 
group of Jews had broken into the tomb: By 
Moslem tradition, those who enter the cave 
will not emerge alive. 

An army ambulance stood by outside and 
the military governor of the town and Mayor 
Mustafa Nabi Natshe waited on top, while 
Sheikh Anaf al-Hamouri and the officer ex- 
amined the cave. Among other relics, the 
cave is reputed to contain the graves of the 
Patriarchs Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 

Moslem officials complained on Sunday 
night that Jews from Kiryat Alba broke into 
the cave last week during pre-Rosh Hash an ah 
slihot prayers. According to sources in Kiryat 
Arba, at least four people spent several hoiirs 
inside the cave, after removing a stone thaL 
blocked its main entrance in the floor next to 
the Moslem preacher’s dais (mihrab). 


No Moslem guards were presenL at the time 
and their embarrassment, and that of the local 
Moslem council (wakfl, is thought to be- the 
' ‘ reason for the delay in reporting the incident 
to the military authorities. However, the news 
did leak out and was a major story in the East 
Jerusalem daily aUQuds on Saturday. ■ 

The Hu&f cast a reinforced concrete seal on 
the stone last week and covered that with 
marble, but this was removed yesterday so 
that the kadi and the officer could enter. 
Photographs were taken of what the mayor 
called “recent excavations," but the military 
government limited its reaction to an appeal 
to the mayor and the settlers to avoid 
violence. 

(Itim reported that on the floor 1 of the tomb 

■ were found tools,. candles, a box of matches 
and 'signs of recent digging.) 

The entrance to the cave is still open, but is 
now guarded by wakf watchmen and a detach- 
ment of soldiers. ..

Sadat warns Gaddafi against invading Sudan 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, describing. 
Muammar Gaddafi as the “prince 
of evil," said in an interview 
published today that the Libyan 
leader is planning an invasion of 
Sudan, abetted by the Soviet Union, 
but will be taught an “unforgettable 
lesson” by the Egyptian -Sudanese 
alliance.

But Gaddafi forgets 
that Egypt will not watch with 
folded arms; should he attempt an 
invasion of Sudan or threaten its 
security. He will -find Egypt, from 
the very first minute on Sudan's, 
side,” Sadat said.

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PLO leader blames Sharon 


for Lebanon bombing wave 
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BEIRUT. — A top PLO leader has 
accused Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon of engineering the recent 
wave of. car bombings in Lebanon, 
which has claimed at least 146 lives 
in the past three weeks. 

“Israel has not stopped its aggres- 
sion," Salah Khalaf — better known 
as “Abu Iyad," the thud-fan king 
PLO leader after Yasser Arafat and 
KhaJU Wazir ("Abu Jihad”) — said 
in an interview published in tbe 
latest edition of the Beirut weekly 
Monday Morning. 

• “It (Israel) has stopped firing in 
the south and has given us n new 
war instead. — the war of Ariel 
Sharon; the war of terrorist bombs, 
which is the work of Sharon,” the 
English-language magazine quoted 
him as saying. 

Khalaf said Israel is stirring up 
trouble to try to prevent moves 
towards national accord in Lebanon 
from working* If it does not achieve 
its objective, “it will revert to direct 
attacks on Lebanon and possibly 
resort to the invasion of the south,- 
or part of it," he added. - 

. He predicted that the bombing 
campaign, could soon spread to dis- 
tricts controlled . by right-wing 
Christian forces. .“More terrorism 


can definitely be expected...," he 
stated. 

“In addition, they (Israel) may 
resort to assassination. We expect a 
wave of assassinations aimed at 
Lebanese and Palestinian leaders, 
the idea being to promote inter- 
Lebanese and Lebancs e-Palestinian 
discord,” be added. 

Khalaf admitted divisions 
between the Palestinian factions, 
referring to rebel Palestinian leader 
Sabri al-Banna (“Abu NkfaT), who 
broke away from Fatah in 1974. He 
has been blamed for a series of kill- 
ings and bombings aimed against 
Palestinian leaders over the past few 
years. 

Banna, by undertaking the 
“cowardly, unmanly assassination” 
of PLO representatives in Europe, 
“has turned into an excellent cover 
for Israel," Khalaf was quoted as 


saying. 

“Because when an office chief is 


killed, we don't know who killed 
him — Israel or Ahu Nidal — which 
is the greatest covers Israel can 
have,” Khalaf said. However, .he 
ruled out the idea that Banna, who 
has been sentenced to death as a 
traitor by Fatah, was behind the 
Lebanon bombings. (AP, Reuter)

Corfu vows extra efforts 


to combat road accidents

TEL AVIV. — Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu said yesterday that his 
ministry would put extra effort into 
the fight against road accidents, and 
that he favours two main bus sta- 
tions for Tel Aviv instead of the pro- 
jected new central station. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here yesterday, he said that aside 
from the personal tragedies caused 
by road accidents, they also cost the 
economy huge sums. As an example 
he cited the recent accident at the 
Ashdod crossroads in which 26 
persons were killed. The victims' 
families will be receiving IS60 mil- 
lion in insurance benefits, he said. 


Mosfte Amirav, head of the newly 
founded Road Safety Administra- 
tion. said that the battle against ac- 
cidents must be given a higher 
priority in the government than it 
now enjoys. 

He cited gloomy projections from 
a Technion study. “If nothing is 
done to curb road accidents, he 
said we can expect the number of 
accidents to rise, and can expect 
6.2S0 people to be killed between 
now and 1990. Some 36,000 persons 


will be seriously injured, and the 
financial loss in current prices is ex- 
pected to be 1S62 billion. 

Corfu said that, among other 
things, he plans to abolish or lower 
considerably the taxes on vehicle 
safety parts, including tires and 
even air- conditioners. 

“By next summer it will be com- 
pulsory for all public transportation 
to be airconditioned, and also 
heavy-duty vehicles such as tractors 
and trucks. In our country this is a 
must and not a luxury. Road acci- 
dents happen in a split second (and 
it is essential for) the driver to be 
fully alert al all times," he said. 

Concerning the new Tel Aviv 
central bus station — standing un- 
finished for several years now — he 
said that his deputy. MK David 
Shiffman had not consulted him 
before he said that the government 
should help in completing the struc- 
ture. 

Corfu said that he is personally 
against it being used as the central 
station. According to experts, he 
said, it is better for a metropolitan 
area like Tel Aviv to have two main 
bus stations, one at its southern 
entrance and one at its northern 
entrance.

— Hie 17-year-old 
terrorist from Aleppo caught trying 
to enter Israel on a motorized hang- 
glider was sentenced yesterday to 
seven years in prison by the Haifa 
District Court. 

He was convicted of membership 
in an organization, the Palestine 
Liberation Front, which seeks to 
destroy Israel; of training in the 
PLF for the purpose of carrying out 
acts of sabotage io Israel; and of at- 
tempting to fly a motorized hang- 
glider into Israel on last March 6 
with the aim of blowing up the 
Haifa oil refineries. 

The youth, whose name is banned 
from publication because be is a 
minor, -was forced down in South 
Lebanon, captured by the forces of 
Major Sa'ad Haddad, and turned 
over to the IDF. Two previous at- 


tempts he had made to Israel by 
hang-glider were also unsuccessful. 

The youth said nothing in court, 
either personally or through his 
counsel, about the sentence. 

After the hearing, however, he 
told itim that he had expected to be 
sentenced to at least 15-20 years. 

He also wondered why there was 
no TV coverage of his trial. “I want 
my friends to see me as a hero on 
television," be said. He explained 
that the aim of tbe operation was to 
attack Israeli commandos stationed 
near Acre. 

Another terrorist caught after he 
entered Israel by hang-glider at the 
same time as the youth w31 be tried 
in early November. In a preliminary 
hearing, he retracted the confession 
he 1 had previously made to the 
authorities.

Labour Party heads attacked 


for iack of leadership’

TEL AVIV. — Attacking the 
Labour Party leadership for its inac- 
tivity, Labour MK Gad Ya'acobi 
yesterday called on party chairman 
Shimon Peres to assume respon- 
sibility and take the necessary deci- 
sions. This follows the acrimonious 
exchange on the weekend between 
MK Eliahu Speiser, who aspires to 
be the party's next secretary general 
and the party's left and kibbutz 
movement, who have come out 
squarely against his election to the 
post. 

Speiser yesterday also urged 
Peres to take the initiative “to curb 
ami -democratic tendencies m the 
party and pul a halt to verbal 
violence." He warned that he would 
no longer “stand aside if any more 
attempts are made to distort 
political processes in the party.” 

Ya'acobi, speaking to reporters, 
warned of “cannibalism" in the 
party and said that if Peres and the 
party leadership continue their in- 
action and silence, “Labour would 
find itself on the sure road to dis- 
integration." 

Speiser sent a letter to Peres, 
referring to a Ma'ariv interview 
last Friday which sparked off the 
controversy by quoting Speiser as 
referring to the kibbutz movement 
leadership as “racist." In his letter, 
Speiser again vehemently denied 
having said anything of the sort, but 
argued that quotes by kibbutz 
leaders in the same article indicated 
that “the heads of the kibbutz 
movement claim for themselves the 
right to veto my candidacy to the 


post of secretary-general." 

Ya'acobi, who is associated with 
Speiser’s powerful Yuhdav group, 
said that it is time that the party 
leadership, and Peres especially, 
took some initiative, summoned 
party forums, assumed respon- 
sibility and adopted necessary deci- 
sions. “We have had too little 
leadership lately and if the silence 
from the top continues, disintegra- 
tion of the party cannot be 
avoided,” said Ya'acobi. 

According to party sources, Peres 
phoned Speiser as soon as he saw 
the Ma'ariv article, and heard bis 
emphatic denial of having used the 
term “racists." But it was not clear 
whether Peres intends to bring mat- 
ters to a head and summon party in- 
stitutions as Speiser is demanding. 
The heated relations within the 
party, however, are likely to surface 
at a political bureau session 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

Reliable Labour sources yester- 
day denied rumours that a com- 
promise is afoot whereby incum- 
bent secretary-general Haim Bar- 
Lev would be appointed deputy 
party chairman while the post of 
secretary-general would go to 
Speiser. 

According to the rumours, the 
object of the compromise is to 
satisfy both the kibbutzim, which 
vehemently oppose Speiser, and 
Speiser himself. Theoretically, the 
kibbutzim would be satisfied with 
Bar-Lev being named to a top 
leadership position, while Speiser 
would have the office he has 
coveted for so long. But several in- 
dependent sources yesterday denied 
that any such plan is being evolved. 


Savings plan offers dollar linkage

Semi-annual interest at a rate of 1 
per cent under that paid on Pmam 
foreign currency accounts will be 
given savers in a new programme 
being prepared by the Treasury this 
week. The accounts will be linked 
to the dollar for the first three years. 

The government's purpose in of- 
fering the new savings plan is to 
vary the programmes available and 
to absorb excess money from the 
public which would othsrwise go to 
private consumption. 

As in other state-sponsored sav- 
ings plans, interest on the new ac- 
counts will be tax free, making it ef- 
fectively more profitable than the 
Patam deposits, which are subject to 


income tax. Money invested in the 
new plan, however, would be less li- 
quid than Patam accounts — and 
this too is intentional, reflecting an 
aim of tbe Treasury. 

After three years, savers under 
the plan will be able to choose 
between continuing the same ar- 
rangement — dollar linkage plus 
semi-annual interest — or linkage to 
the cost-of-living index plus a 
minimal interest rate. 


The programme contains me ad- 
ditional limitation: after the three- 
year period, withdrawals without 
loss of interest will be allowed only 
at fixed intervals. The Treasury 
wants to prevent the accounts from 
becoming both* totally linked and 
totally liquid.

Deputy Finance Minister Haim 
Kaufmann has demanded that in- 
terest rates be reduced to fight infla- 
tion. He discounted arguments that 
such a step, which has also been ad- 
vocated by Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor, would spark a large increase 
in credit, something the government 
wants to avoid. 

Bank of Israel figures show that 
the average effective interest on 
overdraft accounts was 169.3 per 
cent during the second quarter of 
1981, slightly down from 174.3 per 
cent during the first quarter of the 
year. A peak of 197.2 per cent was 
reached in the last quarter of 1980. 

The rate for the second quarter of 
1980 translates into real interest. 


Rapist of 70-year-old 
woman gets 9 years 


HAIFA (Itim). — A 31 -year-old 
resident of Carmiel convicted or 
raping a 70-year-old woman — for 
the second time — was sentenced 
yesterday to nine years in prison by 
the Haifa District Court. 

Shai Kami, married and the 
father of two children, admitted his 
guilt to the charges of breaking into 
the Haifa woman’s flat last May, 
threatening her and then raping her. 
In December 1977, he finished serv- 
ing a three-year sentence for raping 
two women, one of them the recent 
victim. 

At his request, Kami was ex- 
amined by a medical board which 
found him mentally competent to 
stand trial. He complained to the 
court about the lack of psychiatric 
treatment when he was previously 
in prison. The bench yesterday 
recommended to the prison 
authorities that Kami should have 
such treatment while serving his 
sentence.

Kaufmann explained that 
because of the high interest rates, 
the cost of /loaned to business has 
skyrocketed, and economic activity 
has been unnecessarily slowed 
down. Moreover, the expense is 
passed on to consumers in higher 
prices. A reversal, in which financ- 
ing costs are lowered, would con- 
tribute to slowing inflation, ac- 
cording to this reasoning. 

Kaufpiann plans to consult with 
economic experts in the next few 
days to find ways to force a drop In 
interest rates. 

Opposing this school of thought is 
Bank of Israel Governor Arnon 
Gafny, who is due to leave his post 
at the end of the month. He fears 
that lowered interest would greatly 
expand credit, creating inflationary 
pressure. Only the high price of 
financing is stemming demand for 
it, Gafny believes, since no ap- 
paratus exists to regulate low- 
interest credit.

Kuwaiti envoy to Iran 
recalled after attack 


KUWAIT. — Kuwait said yesterday 
it had recalled its ambassador to 
Iran and approved unspecified 
defence measures following an al- 
leged attack last week by Iranian 
planes on a Kuwaiti oil complex, the 
official Kuwait radio said. 

The government spokesman told 
reporters after a cabinet meeting 
that Kuwait had also decided to 
send official notes on the raid to the 
UN. the Non-Aligned Movement, 
the Islamic Conference organiza- 
tion. the Gulf Cooperation Council 
and the Arab League, the radio 
said. 

Kuwait alleges that three Iranian 
planes attacked the oil gathering 
station last Thursday. 

Iran has denied involvement and 
has blamed Iraq. The U.S. has said 
its AWACS radar planes in Saudi 
Arabia tracked the attacking air- 
craft from bases in Iran. 

Iran's deputy foreign minister 
Ahmad Azizi was quoted yesterday 
by the official Iranian Pars news 
agency as saying that Iran had “no 
intention of invading Kuwait and we 
will defend Kuwait's territorial in- 
tegrity. even though we are con- 
vinced that Kuwait had granted aid 
to Iraq.” 

Official sources said yesterday 
that Kuwait had briefed the UN 
Security Council members on the 
air attack, but had not asked for an 


The spokesman said the defence 
measures approved by the cabinet 
had been recommended by the 
Higher Defence Council, but he 
gave no details. 

Kuwait said previously the raid 
partly destroyed the oil gathering 
centre at Umm Al-Aish where out- 
put from a number of oil wells is 
collected and pumped down a 
pipeline to an export terminal, but 
oil production had not been af- 
fected.

Iran's ambassador to Kuwait, Ali 
Shams, questioned by Reuters in a 
telephone call frpm Bahrain, said 
the Kuwaiti envoy had left Iran last 
Wednesday, the day before the al- 
leged attack.

Khamenei victory assured— 
as 22 executions announced 


ANKARA (UPI). — Iran's 
president-elect Sayed Ali Khamenei 
consolidated his majority in further 
ballot results announced yesterday 
— while firing squads executed 22 
dissidents, Teheran Radio said. 

The official Pars news agency 
said 16 dissidents were executed in 
Shiraz and another six in E&ahban, 
both in southern Iran, bringing to 
1,394 the number of political execu- 
tions since the downfall of Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr in June. 

In the first returns from 996 out of 
2,034 polling centres in Teheran, 42- 
year-old Khamenei captured 
1,063.992 votes — a massive lead 
over the second best showing by 
Education Minister Sayed Ali 
Akbar Parvaresh, who got only 
36,693 votes. Two other candidates, 
Ali Akbar Zavarei and Hassan 


Gahfuri-Fard, were nowhere close 
even to Parvaresh. 


The election, held across the 
country on Friday, was the third in 
2Vi years of Islamic rule, and fol- 
lowed the assassination of President 
Mohammed Ali Rajai on August 30. 

The results partly explained 
Ghafuri-Fard's decision to 
withdraw from the contest several 
hours after the polling started on 
Friday. 


Khamenei indicated on Friday 
that Mahdavi-Kani would continue 
as prime minister and that there 
would be little change in the 
government’s tough handling of the 
opposition, which is led by Mu- 
jahidin Khalq guerrilla leader Mas- 
soud Rajavi and ousted president 
Bani-Sadr, who live in France. 


Heart for transplant flown 700 km. 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - A c 
human heart was flown about 70tf a 
kilometres for a transplant opera* 
tion, which took place yesterday at** 
South Africa’s renowned Groote 
Schuur Hospital, a. medical 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman at Groote 
Schuur, where Professor Christiaan 
Barnard pioneered heart 
transplants 14 years ago, said it was 
believed to be the first time a heart 
had been flown from one centre to 
another for an operation. 

The key to the mission was a 
heart-preserving machine 
developed by local medical 
researcher, Winston Wicbmb, 
which maintains the organ at low 
temperature in a special fluid. 

Wicomb’s research team hopes 


the machine will enable hearts to be 
kept fot up 1 624 hoursbefore being 
used. Previously it was necessary to 
carry <3uf an operation quickly after 
a heart was removed from a donor. 


The heart was flown on Saturday- 
night from the Indian Ocean city of 
Port Elizabeth to Cape Town in a 
special plane. The donor died in a 
car accident. 


Barnard predicted recently that 
hearts would soon be flown around 
the world for transplanting. 

If the latest operation is success- 
ful, the research team said the tran- 
sportation technique would provide 
a major breakthrough in the strug- 
gle to find suitable donors and bring 
fresh hope to patients awaiting new 
hearts.

Exhumed body verified as Oswald’s 


DALLAS (UPI). — The body of 
Lee Harvey Oswald was exhumed 
yesterday and a team of pathologists 
said their autopsy disproved a 
theory that a Russian agent had 
replaced Oswald and assassinated 
President John Kennedy in 1963. 

f n the most critical test during the 
autopsy, doctors matched the teeth 
of the remains with Oswald's dental 
records from the Marine Corps in 
the mid- 1950s, prior to Oswald's 
defection to the Soviet Union in 
1959. 

In addition, remnants of a 
mastoid operation.- conducted in 
1945 when Oswald was 6 years old, 
were located on the skull just 
behind the ear, and rings which 
widow Marina Oswald porter had. 
placed on the body just before it 
was buried also were found. 

British author Michael Eddowes 
had theorized that Oswald was 


replaced by a Soviet agent after 
Oswald defected to the Soviet 
Union in 1959. He said evidence 
“indicated” it was the agent who 
returned to the U.S M killed Ken- 
nedy in Dallas on November 22, 
1963 and then was shot and killed by 
Dallas nightclub operator Jack 
Ruby and buried at Rose HQ1 burial 
park in Fort Worth. 


Mrs. Porter, who joined Eddowes 
in the battle for permission to ex- 
hume and identify the body, 
believed strongly that no body 
would be found, or that it had been 
tampered with after the burial, 
probably by (J.S. government 
agents. 


Oswald was suspected of killing 
Kennedy in Dallas on November 22, 
1963.

Commonwealth leaders call 


for action on rich-poor gap 


CANBERRA (Reuter). — Com- 
monwealth leaders yesterday issued 
a “Melbourne Declaration” calling 
for an urgent political commitment 
from the international community 
to break the deadlock in negotia- 
tions between rich and poor na- 
tions. 

The leaders, who represent a 
quarter of the world's population, 
warned that poverty in developing 
countries and inequalities of oppor- 
tunity were fundamental sources of 
tension and instability.. . 

The leaders, who. have gathered 
in Melbourne for a Commonwealth- 
summit, said it was imperative to 
breathe new life into the negotia- 
tions between rich and poor na- 
tions. Their declaration said this 
would "require a political commit- 
ment, clear vision and intellectual 
realism which have thus far escaped 
mankind and to all of which the 
Commonwealth can greatly con- 


tribute." 

Commonwealth Secretary 
General Shridath Ramphal told 
reporters: “I believe the declaration 
will come to occupy a place of im- 
portance in man's efforts to create a 
more just and effective inter- 
national community.” 

But New Zealand Prime Minister 
Robert Muldoon disagreed sharply 
when he appeared later at the 
National Press Club here. He said 
he thought the statement was no 
.more than “a pious: -declaration 
.composed priitcip&Uy- 'of 
platitudes,” and added" that the 
declaration “certainly hasn't got my 
seal of approval on it." 

Muldoon said .the declaration 
“takes two pages to get to a totally 
inadequate last paragraph" and said 
he had wanted to strenghten the 
document and insert a reference to 
the need to break down inter- 
national protectionist barriers. 


Spaniards march against 


MADRID (UPI). — A weekend of 
left-wing opposition to government 
plans to join NATO climaxed 
yesterday with a demonstration by 
tens of thousands shouting slogans 
against U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan and American bases in 
Spain. 


Rallied by anti-NATO groups and 
claiming a turnout of 100,000, the 
demonstrators marched with a 
burning American flag at their head 
and forced a hotel along their route 
to remove the stars and stripes from 
its facade. 


NATO membership 

Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo 
Sotelo has made membership in 
NATO the top foreign policy 
priority of his centre-right govern- 
ment, overriding opposition de- 
mands for prior entry into the Euro- 
pean Economic Community and the 
return of Gibraltar from Britain. 

Defence Minister Alberto Oliart, 
speaking in another part of the

Polish leader tries to stem 


union’s aiiger at price hikes 


dDANSK (UPI). — The Solidarity 
union yesterday lodged an angry 
protest against new consumer price 
hikes, and the government 
responded immediately by disr 
. patching Finance Minister Marian 
Krzak to Gdansk to meet with the 
outraged union congress. 

Solidarity chief Lecti Walesa sent 
a telex message directly to Prime 
Minister Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski 
shortly after noon, saying: “We 
strongly protest against the price in- 
creases of cigarettes, processed fruit 
and fish made without consultations 
with the union.” 


Within three hours, Unions 
Minister Stanislaw Ciosek, acting in 
Jaruzelski's name, cabled back that 
Krzak would be in Gdansk by even- 


ing. 


He wants to address the con- 
gress,” said a member of the con- 
gress presidium, “but I'm afraid he 
will be torn to pieces." 

The government on Saturday an- 
nounced an 80-90 per cent price 
hike in cigarettes — bringing most 
popular brands to about 60 zloties 
(IS26) a pack — and what one 
observer described as an "earth- 


quake" erupted .at the congress 

when delegates learned of it. 

Fresh water fish prices went up 
late last month, and authorities 
yesterday announced that 'liquor 
prices will be doubled as of next 
Monday — bringing the cost oL the 
cheapest vodka to 550 zloties 
(IS 245) a bottle — and that 
household expenses including heat 
arid light would increase the week 
after. . 

The government said the unions 
had been consulted, but Solidarity 
denied this. _ 

Arbitrary government food price 
hikes touched off bloody riots in 
1970 and 1976 and were the trigger 
for the summer 1980 strike wave 
which led to Solidarity’s birth. A 
government overall price refonn 
plan which envisages 300-400 per 
cent bikes on some items is current- 
ly under debate. 

Delegates voted yesterday to ex- 
tend the congress by another two 
days until Wednesday if Gdansk 
residents would volunteer to put upi 
the nearly 900 delegates in their 
homes. “The congress cannot 
debate under the pressure of timet’’ 
the resolution on the issue said. 


Pakistan: Afghan MiGs 
attacked across the border 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP), — 
Two Afghan MiG-17 warplanes 
strafed a border post in southwest 
Pakistan for 20 minutes yesterday 
morning but caused no injuries or 
damage, the Defence Ministry said. 

A ministry anndunceme’nt said 
the interceptors attacked Doman- 
dai, a post which was the target of 
an identical incident on September 
5, in which two civilian workers* 
were injured. The city & located 
about 160 kilometres north of Quet- 
ta, capital of Pakistan's Baluchistan 
province. 

The Afghan aircraft violated 
Pakistani airspace at 11.50 a.m. 
local time, circled the installation 
four times and then opened fire on 
its fifth run, it said. “Pakistani 
ground troops took necessary 
preventive measures, and no 
damage was caused to the post,” the 
official announcement added. It did 
not indicate whether any attempt 
was made to down die MiGs with 
anti-aircraft weapons. 


The Soviet-backed . regime in 
Kabul vigorously denied the 
September 5 incident and a 
reported ground incursion by 
Afghan troops two days later, also 
in Baluchistan. . . ' 

- Many anti-regime guerrillas from 
Kandahar province in southeast 
Afghanistan freely cross the largely 
unmarked border with Pakistani 
Baluchistan to buy supplies and am- 
munition. Kandahar has been the 
scene of intense fighting during the 
past three weeks, reliable Afghan 
sources said. 

Meanwhile in Moscow, Pravda in- 
dicated that Afghan rebels are put- 
ting up stiff resistance in 
southwestern Afghanistan, mining 
roads and sabotaging waterways. 

A correspondent of the paper* 
reporting on a visit to Farah and 
Nimroz provinces, said that in one 
guerrilla ambush a convoy carrying 
food and medical supplies to Farah 
town was blown up as it passed over 
a mined road. 


Stringent security measures protect pope 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — Pope 
John Paul II returned to a packed 
St. Peter's Square yesterday for the 
first time since he was- shot there 
last' May- for an outdoor: -beatific a-. ‘ 
tioh ceremony herd' under' the 
strictest security ever seen at the' 
Vatican. 


Body searches, metal detectors, 
colour-coded tickets, miles of bar- 
ricades, fewer entrances, and ad- 
ditional security forces — some in 
bulletproof vests — marked John 
Paul’s return to the square where he 
was nearly killed by a Turkish ter- 
rorist on May 13. 


The only direct contact John Paul 
had with the crowd came at the end 
of the ceremony, when the pope,

Libya reportedly expelling Sudanese 


KHARTOUM (AP). — Large 
numbers of Sudanese workers have 
returned here after being expelled 
from Libya for refusing to join ranks 
with the Libyans against Sudan, the 
Sudanese news agency said yester- 
day . 


Quoting recent arrivals, the 
agency said the Libyan authorities 
had “openly asked them to join the 
"Salvation Army for the Liberation 
of Sudan,' or hand in their resigna- 
tions and return immediately to 
Sudan.” 


“The Libyan authorities started 
the campaign of expelling Sudanese 
kitizens because they refused to be a 
tool of sabotage against the 
country,” the agency said. It added 
that some "300 to 400 were leaving 
Libya daily via Syria because there 
are no direct flights to Khartoum 
since Sudan and Libya severed rela- 
tions last June.” 

In recent weeks Sudan has. ac- 
cused Libyan troops stationed in 
Chad of committing “a series of 
hostile acts” aimed at destabilizing 
Sudan's security.

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Soviets reveal major scandal in oil industry 


MOSCOW (UPI). — A major scan- 
dal in the Soviet oil ministry has 
resulted in the firing of a deputy 
minister who falsified production 
figures, misused millions of rubles in 
stale funds and moonlighted illegal- 
ly, a newspaper revealed yesterday. 

The startlingly frank article in 
Socialist Industry said Eiik 
Khalimov, 50, had been removed 
from the deputy minister's job he 
hdd since December, 1977. He 
faces further discipline from the 
Communist Party for cheating on 
his party dues payments, the article 
said. 

V. Solokov, another deputy oil 
minister, in charge of resource dis- 


posal, was severely reprimanded for 
his part in the scandal. 

For the past five years, the article 
said, the Ministry of Petroleum In- 
dustry was supposed to be develop- 
ing ways to increase the petroleum 
recovery rate during extraction, 
thus boosting Soviet oil production, 
already the world's largest. 

However, a check by the Com- 
munist Party control committee 
revealed “that in the course of the 
five years, the ministry virtually 
made no serious effort to address 
the problem. Report figures were 
just made up,” the report said. “The 
total of uninstalled machinery is es- 
timated at 36 million rubles 



(IS61Im.). There were 40,000 tons 
of unused chemicals,” the article 
said. 

The scandal is made more serious 
by the fact that oil exports are the 
Soviet Union’s largest single source 
of badly -needed foreign currency. 
Last year, Soviet production topped 
600 million tons — the equivalent of 
12.1 million barrels a day. 

The article said that current ex- 
traction processes retain less than 
half the potential petroleum in the 
ground. Had the^ ministry done its ' 
job and improved recovery rates to 1 
55 or 60 per oenf, the article said, 
Soviet production would have 
jumped 100 to 180 million tons.

OCTOBER is still a busy time for 
the gardener. Below are some 
reminders of wailing chores and tips 
un planting. 

Dig up amaryllis growing outside 
and stop watering those in pots. 
Rest them on a dry shelf two 
months or more. 

Plant bulbs or Lilium candidum, 
also known as madonna lily [ shoshan 
t'xahor in Hebrew) in hair-shade. 
Plant all available spring-flowering 
bulbs just now, but wait with tulips 
until the end of this month. 

. Camellias will be showing slowly 
swelling flower buds now, which 
open in early winter. Do not let 
them suffer for lack of water. 
Chlorotic yellowish leaves most 
likely indicate a lack of iron and 
nitrogen. Apply minute quantities 
of iron sulphate and ammonium sul- 
phate or urea. 

Sow sweet peas wherever they’ll 
find a support for climbing. Before 
putting the seed into trenches 1-2 
cm. deep, spread bone-meal 
in the trenches. Use 
superphosphate or guano as a head- 
dress after germination - and con- 
tinue weekly feedings. 

Check chrysanthemums to see 
whether there are little black spots 
at the tops of stems. These are the 
eggs of plant lice; -they will soon 
hatch out and play havock with 
your mums. Spray with malaihion 
and repeat the spraying after a few 
days. 

Violets ( Viola odorata or sigal 
reha nee in Hebrew) are among the 
first-bloomers of late autumn and 
winter. Encourage them with head 
dresses of liquid guano or chicken 
manure. Don’t use chemicals, 
which may burn their lovely leaves.

Beach manners for observant

ON THE. "BEACH behind ; Tel 
Aviv’s Palace Hotel, bikinis and 
suntans are as rare as women in 
shorts strolling through Mea 
She’arim: - 

7 The stretch of ^and and sea is one 
of the few of its fcibd inihe world — 
not for its cleanliness or an ^unusual 
view, but for the fact, that 'men and 
women swim and sun separately. A 
blue-painted, seaweed-covered 
wooden mehitza (divider) juts out 
(00 metres or so into the Mediterra- 
nean, ensuring that the male bathers 
can’t see the women, and vice versa. 
Far the religious to Ultra-Orthodox, 
Hof Sheraton (name; for the 
Sheraton that has since moved to a 
new building ftirther south}, it is the 
only place in Tei Aviv, and one of 


the' few. in the country — where it is 
permissible 'to go to the beach. 

Guided by the Tora's rules of 
modesty,' Orthodox Jews don’t un- 
cover their flesh for anyone except 
their spouses and even then only at 
certain times. 

-Because the lifeguards on duty 
are juale, many, of the women re- 
main tit modest .housecoats and 
scarves, plunging into the water ful- 
ly, dressed. The maintenance staff 
and. kiosk owner are also male, 
making some of lhe women uncom- 
fortable. They complain that money 
could be found to tram and hire a 
woman lifeguard, thus enabling 
everyone to strip down to bathing 
suits. 

■ The women and girls who wear 
swimsuits -nevertheless shrug, when 
asked about the lifeguards, that for 


pikuah ngfesh (the saving of a life), it 
is permitted to violate the Tora laws 
of modesty. Oddly enough, the 
special ramp, built down to the 
beach so that the men can reach’ 
their entrance without passing by 
the- regular beaches full of bikini- 
clad women, itself offers a splendid 
view — from afar — of both male 
and female beaches. 

• If there are any bronzed, im- 
modestly clad bodies, they belong 
to non-religious women who frankly 
state that they frequent the 
“segregated” beach in order to 
avoid harassment by vulgar 
beachboys. 

Altogether, Hof Sheraton is a 
serene scene of frolicking 
youngsters and relaxed, temporarily 
unfettered adults — living ac- 
cording to tfie strict rules that direct 
every step of their lives. 
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A SPECIAL concert of “Mystique

Economics and a Palestinian state 


TEL AVIV. — “Thinking about the 
unthinkable" is sometimes engaged 
in at the Interdisciplinary Centre for 
Technological Forecasting at Tel 
Aviv University. Members 
sometimes think about what would 
be the economic consequences of 
the emergence of a Palestinian state 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Dr. Ephraim Ahiram. 54. head of 
the centre's economic section has 
given the “unthinkable" con- 
siderable thought. 

“First of all” he stresses, “I don't 
want to comment on the question 
whether establishing such a state is 
desirable or not. That is a political 
matter. !’m only willing to comment 
on possible repercussions such a 
state would have on the economic 
relations between Israel and what 
are at present the administered 
areas." 

However, Ahiram does assume 
that this new country would not be 
in a state of open war with Israel. It 
might undoubtedly be under the 
influence of other Arab countries, 
specifically that of Jordan, and the 
present “open borders'* policy 
might be discontinued. 

‘ “The first thing the Palestinians 
would probably do — you have to 
remember that we fiiturists deal 
only with suppositions, and that we 
have more than one scenario for 
each possible development — 
would be to set up their own 
customs zone. They would charge 
their own duty on everything that 
entered the country, and find ways 
to regulate everything that was ex- 
ported.” 

At present, Israel has a kind of 
custom's union with the ad- 
ministered areas. And the duties on 
incoming goods in Israel as well as 
in the areas are high, among the 
highest in the world. There is no 
reason why the Palestinians should 
continue to pay this high duty, and 
they might either form a custom's 
union with Jordan, or set up their 
own unit, with low duties. 

The end result will be a great - 
temptation to smuggle goods across 
the border to Israel. And due to the 
nature of the border, there is little 
chance of preventing large-scale 
smuggling without actually sealing 
off the border, Ahiram says. 

Worse yet, he continues, the 
smuggling must lead to another type of 


The de facto customs union between Israel and 
the administered areas will come to an end.

“union,” that of two underworlds. 
The crooks of Israel and those of 
the Palestinian state, will join hands. 
Dr. Ahiram recalls the American- 
Canadian border during Prohibition 
in the U.S., and the huge un- 
derworld which developed in the 
U.S. 

The second major effect of such a 
new state will be that on the labour 
force. “Although the approximately 
70,000 Arabs who cross into Israel 
every day to work constitute only 6 
or 7 per cent of the Israeli labour 
force, they are about 35 per cent of 
that of the West Bank and Gaza. If 
these workers for some reason were 
not allowed to cross over daily, 
several sections of the Israeli 
economy would feel the effect 
strongly,” Ahiram says. These in- 
clude the building trades, not only 
due to the sudden shortage of 
hands, but also due to the fact that 
Israel imports considerable quan- 
tities of cement blocks, cut stone 
and marble from the West Bank, he 
adds.- 

Another Israeli industry hard hit 
would be the labour-intensive parts 
of the textile industry, where con- 
siderable numbers of Arabs are 
employed. Moreover, many small 
workshops in the West Bank and 
Gaza do textile sub-contracting for 
Israeli firms. 

A third area affected will be 
agriculture, where the Arabs do 
much of die hard physical work. 
They also work in other industries, 
producing grapefruit sections for 
the canning industries, and they also 
do a lot of urban sanitation work — 
cleaning streets, (especially on . 
Saturdays and holidays.) 

“If there is a sudden drop in such 
Gas tarbe tier (the German word for 
foreign workers, mainly from 
Turkey, Greece and Yugoslavia), 
who do the dirty work for the 


Germans, Israel will be hard hit and 
there will be an immediate slow- 
down in output in all these areas." 

The immediate solution, Ahiram 
feels, would be to import 
Gastarbelter from Turkey and 
Greece, and perhaps even from 
Egypt. “But this will create con- 
siderable social problems." 

The major. long-range solution. 
Dr. Ahiram says, will be to make 
those industries more capital- 
intensive, employing the most up- 
to-date technology. He rules out the 
alternative solution, that Israeli 
Jews, or even Israeli Arabs, would 
again agree to do hard physical 
work. “Some might -agree, but the 
salaries they would demand, would 
be enormous. Technology might be 
cheaper.” 

At any rate, the researcher feels 
that Israel will be able to weather 
the storm if it gradually loses 6 to 7 
per cent of its labour force. If this 
happens suddenly the situation wQl 
be difficult, but not catastrophic. 

But what will happen to the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, if suddenly 
one-third of their labour force is 
thrown out of work? “And it will 
not only be one third; for those peo- 
ple working in Israel generate jobs 
for about another 20 per cent or 
more. Thus, half of all the Palesti- 
nians would be jobless. 

“Some of these potential jobless 
may have saved their money and be 
able to return to their farms. Some 
might find work in Arab countries, 
in Jordan or even in the Persian 
Gulf states. But in the latter 
countries, the Palestinians are con- 
sidered 'foreigners' and not es- 
pecially welcomed. 

“The danger is that these jobless 
may be exploited by their rulers for 
political purposes and turned 
against Israel. But inflaming the 
passions of these workers can be a 


double-edged sword. They might 
turn against their rulers and create 
unrest in the unstable Middle East. 
The Arab rulers have more to fear 
from such yinrest than the Israelis," 
Ahiram says. 

Stopping trade between Israel 
and the Palestinian state will also 
cause problems, but Ahiram feels 
that these are not very grave. Israel 
win no longer import cement blocks . 
for instance, but these can be made 
in Israel. However, the shortage of 
cut stones and marble will be felt. 

As for exports, Ahiram believes 
that Israel could actually benefit m 
some respects. “At present, we pay 
out scarce foreign currency to buy 
sugar, oil, and flour which we 
provide to the West Bank. We gain 
nothing by doing this. However, 
Israel also exports to the Palesti- 
nians a considerable amount of low- 
grade textiles, cloth, plumbing in- 
stallations- which would be difficult 
to sell elsewhere. Thus, if this Arab , 
market is dosed, it will be difficult, 
if not impossible, to fmd.alternativc 
markets." Israel will also lose its 
market for cement. 

Of enormous importance is the . 
exploitation of the water resources, i 
especially in regard to the West 1 
Bank, less so in regard to Gaza. 

“We both tap the same above- 1 
ground and underground .water : 
resources: The underground water 
resources can be tapped in most 
cases either in Israel or in the West 
Bank,” Ahiram says. 


The problem is that Israel has ex- 
ploited these resources to the hilt; 
the Arabs on the West Bank have 
not made much use of these 
resources. Although Israel has an 
excellent claim under international 
law to these underground resources, 
it will be very difficult to enforce 
this claim, if die Arabs on the West 
Bank decide to begin to pump 
significantly more quantities of 
water than they do today. 

The end result will be the deple- 
tion of these underground reser- 
voirs, and their gradual replenish- 
ment not by sweet rain water, but by 
saline water, from the Mediterra- 
nean. And since Israel lies much 
closer to the Mediterranean than 
the West Bank, the wells in Israel 
will turn salty at an enormous rate 
which wiU eventually spell disaster 
for both Israel and the West Bank.

EILAT. — As Israel’s withdrawal 
from Sinai approaches its final 
stage. Eilat hoteliers are increasing 
their investment in tourist attrac- 
tions based on the sea. rather than 
on excursions on land. While the 
area available for divers will be 
reduced to two or three kilometres 
of coastline, vessels flying the Israeli 
flag are expected to encounter no 
problems sailing in the international 
waters ofT the Sinai coast. 

Avi Ellah. owner of the Cesar 
Hotel here. Iasi week completed a 
deal for the purchase of two high- 
speed boats for experienced deep- 
sea fishermen. The first of their kind 
to be brought to the area, each boat 
will be able to accommodate 16 per- 
sons in four cabins. At a cost of S 1 00 
per person a day, licensed 
professionals will help sportsmen 
fish for sharks, marlin, barracuda 


and other big fish that are plentiful 
in the Red Sea. Excursions will last 
one to six days. » 

The two boats, acquired at a cost 
of S 250.000, are expected to be 
delivered in December. During the 
past year, the Cesar had a rented 
yacht available for cruising. 

Eilat with its constant wind and 
year-round sunshine is a perfect 
base for deep sea fishing. 

The fact is borne out by other 
Eilatis. A head-start was made last 
year by Gadi Ben-Zev. owner of the 
Caravan Hotel, when he launched 
his aquatic safaris. 

The Caravan's Red Sea flotilla, 
consisting of four sailing cruisers, 
has been taking vacationers on 
overnight cruises down the coast, 
providing them with an opportunity 
to do snorkling, wind-surfing and 
fishing. Twickenham Travel of Lon- 
don has been selling these tours suc- 
cessfully in Europe.

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Reagan gets rough 

IT HAS long been apparent that the Reagan Administration mishan- 
dled the whole issue of supplying the controversial AWACS radar 
planes to Suudi Arabia. This is the view not only of the Senators and 
Congressmen who oppose the sale, b'ut also of many supporters and 
Administration officials themselves. 

The original fault lay in the Administration s very early public 
* commitment lo the sale, long before it had fashioned a Middle East 
policy and. of course. Jong before it had tested Congressional opi- 

H' As a result the substantive questions surrounding the proposed 
sale, such as the w isdom of providing the Saudi regime with such ad- 
vanced weaponry, the effect on Israel’s security, the manner in which 
supplv of these planes and the enhancement equipment for Saudi 
Arabia’s F-I5s would contribute to a western regional security 
system, were aired only after the Administration and President 
Reagan himself had already committed themselves to the sale. And 
this meant that these questions became hopelessly entangled in a 
totally different issue, namely, the prestige of the president and his 
capacitv to implement a promise already made. 

Little" wonder then that as opposition to the sale mounted the Ad- 
ministration lost its cool. It made it appear as if Israel’s reservation 
about the sale was the key element in stirring domestic opposition, 
when that was clearly not the case. Moreover. Administration 
spokesmen contended publicly that the planes posed no security 
threat 10 Israel, and that as long as the AWACS operated only from 
inside Saud 5 territory. Israel and its military bases would be outside 
the range of their radar. These claims too could not stand up to closer 
scrutiny. 

Now with the deal officially submitted to the legislative branch for 
approval, the Administration has taken a further step. For President 
Reagan himseir has publicly adopted these arguments and has also 
suggested that Israel, by making its position known, is meddling 
illegitimately in the determination of American foreign policy. That 
is simply demagogy. 

The very essence of foreign policy is that it is not a unilateral affair, 
that it alTects other nations, and that alTected nations have not only 
the right but the responsibility to make their positions clear. For a 
great power, like the U.S.. in today’s interdependent world, even 
domestic policies, as. for example; high interest rales, have a direct 
bearing on the economic condition of other countries. And these 
countries do not hesitate to challenge the policy. 

The truth is that Israel did not contest the AWACS sale vigorously 
from.the outset. Partly because there was reluctance to clash with the 
new Administration and partly because there was at first some un- 
clarity about the extent of the military danger. The government also 
did not oppose, with any vigour, the Administration's decision to 
grant the Saudi's the F-15 enhancement equipment, which was' a 
clear violation of an earlier promise to Israel made by the Carter 
regime. 

Making Israel now the scapegoat for the difficulties the sale has 
encountered in Congress is, therefore, disingenuous. And for a coun- 
try which is so dependem upon AdministratioiLurKlerstanding, and 
also favourable American public opinion, such maligning of Israel is 
plainly a blow below the belt. 

If the Reagan Administration belifeves that besides recycling petro- 
dollars. the sale of the AWACS and its peripheries is an overriding 
American strategic interest, then it should also be able to show how 
Israel, also now called a strategic interest, will be favourably em- 
braced under this new American security umbrella in the Middle 
East. 

Simply dismissing Israel’s concern or denying its right to contest 
what it considers a serious danger is not a suitable or credible 
response. On the contrary, it should raise the level of Israels anxiety 
about Washington.

Lljl ALL GOD’S children 
B sffl gotta have shoes, runs the 
song, but no one ever said 
they had to be made only out of 
leather. In Israel, at least, only 10 
per- cent of the 12.5 million shoes 
manufactured in 1980 were made 
completely from leather. 

Most were made only with 
synthetic materials or with a com- 
bination of these materials and 
leather*. 

This information was unearthed 
in the first comprehensive survey of 
the TootWear scene ever conducted 
in Israel. The Trade Ministry study 
foudd that per capita consumption 
of shods, sandals, etc. in Israel last 
year was 3.1 pairs, with women and 
children accounting for 38 per cent 
each of the total consumption, and 
men 24 per cent. 

From 1978 to 1980, footwear 
production rose by 12.5 per cent 
even though the number of plants 
and workshops in the industry 
dropped from 550 to 400. In con- 
trast to the American and European 
footvfear industry, Israel hasn’t 
been hurt by competition from Far 
Eastern countries in the last several 
years. s.M.

ni A 12-YEAR-OLD boy 
lili recently, set oTT an explo- 
sion that demolished a 12- 
storey apartment complex in 
Rochester, England, and the resi- 
dents cheered. 

“Great Tun, and very exciting." 
he declared. “But ! was surprised at 
how loud the bang was.” 

He won the right to blow up the 
apartments in a charity raffle 
organized by the local Lions Club. 
The Rochester city council decided 
to destroy the lS-year-old apart- 
ments when informed that the cost 
or repairing cracks, dampness and 
vandalism would be about £500,000. 
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THE REPORTS of the meeting in 
New York ‘ last month between 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko evoked much comment 
about Soviet-Israel relations. And 
almost all the commentators ap- 
parently felt obliged to recall the 
contribution of the Soviet Union — 
through Gromyko himself — in ad- 
vocating the Palestine partition plan 
which led .to the establishment of 
the Jewish stale. 

All those who heard Gromyko’s 
speech in the United Nations on 
May 14, 1947, could not believe 
their ears: it was an almost classical 
Zionist plea for the Jewish national 
cause. 

Until then, Soviet policy was con- 
sistently anti-Zionist. Suddenly, on 
May 14, the Soviet delegate to the 
UN surprised everybody, not only 
by assuming a positive attitude on 
the question of Palestine, but also 
by approval of Zionism. 

Gromyko pointed out that it was 
well known that the “aspirations of 
an important part of the Jewish peo- 
ple are bound up with the question 
of Palestine and with the future 
structure of that country. This in- 
terest is comprehensible and com- 
pletely justified." 

He noted the sufferings of the 
Jewish people during World War II 
and declared that all the statistical 
information of Jewish suffering 
could give “no idea of the situation 
in which the great mass of the 
Jewish people find themselves after 
the war.” 

He further asserted that “it is 
necessary that we concern ourselves 
with the urgent needs of a people 
which has suffered such great 
hardships as a result of the war, in 
connection with Hitlerite Germany; 
it is the duty of the United 
Nations.” 

WHEN, IN MARCH 1948, the U.S. 
retreated from its support of the 
partition plan and instead vigorous- 
ly promoted a temporary 
trusteeship, it was the Soviet Union 

— represented again by Gromyko 

— which fought valiantly for the 
partition plan and successfully op- 
posed the trusteeship scheme. It 
also appeared then that humanistic 
considerations and an under- 
standing of the yearnings of the 
Jewish people moved the Soviet 
Union to recognize Israel very soon 
after the declaration of the state. 

But this sudden change in at- 
titude was soon seen as a mere 


AS THE TEN Days of Penitence 
approach their end, and the stock of 
sermons runs low. it gets harder to 
tell who is the preacher and who the 
preached. Israelis have -been con- 
ditioned to be hard of hearing, have 
become adroit in tuning out, when 
listening in becomes a nuisance. 

By now everyone will have 
solemnly made resolutions for 
others. We also have accident 
prevention weeks and the like, and 
it’s good for a while. The search for 
ears that listened! goes on, because 
in the search itself, there is merit — 
or alibi, and exoneration. 

Not to be left out, we arrogated 
the right to seize a vacant pulpit to 
pitch in with our own New Year 
sermon. We were driven to it, 
because this particular subject has 
for so, so long been forgotten. Ad- 
dressing a crowded hall of empty 
seats, we took as our theme the sub- 
ject of Truth. Official, semi-official 
and run-of-the-mill truthfulness, or 
rather the wide acceptance and 
legitimizing of untruth fulness at 
various public levels, from poten- 
tate to parish pump. 

Honesty pays is a sound maxim — 
but only in the long run. In public 
life, for politicians of all ranks, it is 
the short run that counts. The long . 
run leaves them way behind, or' 
even out. In the end society is left 
picking up the tab. 

The disregard and disrespect for 
truth that unites us all crosses party 
lines, ethnic groupings, the re- 
ligious and secular. Even when 
entirely unnecessary, “spokesmen” 
avoid the truth, even when “the best 
lie is the truth.” Many a reputable 
journalist could recall how his years 
have been marked not by great 
“scoops,” but by numerous in- 
stances of being duped, being sold a 
loksh, of hearing Truths grades 2, 3 
and 4, to downright fantasy. 

The contagion spreads, infecting 
those in citizen groups, whether 
they speak for school integration, 
housing, sport or some other 
organized cause or particular in- 
terest. Political leaders, such as

aberration; the Soviets were not 
motivated by Jewish suffering or an 
understanding of Jewish national 
aspiration. Rather, they were 
moved by a cynical calculation of 
their own interests the same 
calculation that prompted them, 
both before and after, to ruthlessly 
oppose Zionism. 

A prerequisite, at the time, for 
Soviet expansion and influence in 
the most crucial strategic area in the 
world — the Middle East — was the 
removal of the British from the 
region. Britain’s position was 
deteriorating not only in India, but 
also in Iraq and Egypt. And the 
British had to be dislodged from 
Palestine. 

By advocating partition, the 
Soviet Union felt it could achieve 
this major aim. If the implementa- 
tion of partition caused serious dif- 
ficulties in the area, the Soviets 
would be able to expand either 
through official UN measures or 
through direct intervention in the 
conflict. 

THE MANEUVER worked. The' 
partition plan resulted in complete 
British withdrawal from Palestine. 
In the subsequent outbreak of 
hostilities between the Arab states 
and the Jews of Palestine, the Soviet 
Union actually helped-the Israelis to 
acquire arms and ammunition from 
Czechoslovakia. The Kremlin then 
hoped that this aid would almost 
automatically bring Israel into the 
socialist alignment. Israel would 
become the first, albeit indirect, 
foothold for the Soviet Union in the 
region. 

As events ultimately developed, 
Britain was eliminated not only 
from Palestine, but also from Iraq 
and Egypt, and the East-West strug- 
gle for the confix>I of the Middle 
East was underway. 

All the Western efforts to 
organize the Arab Middle East 
failed, while the Soviet Union 
entrenched itself in Egypt. The plan 
by the then U.S. secretary of state, 
John Foster Dulles, to block Soviet 
expansion in the region was easily 
overcome by the Soviet Union, 


which firmly established itself in 
Egypt. 

Israel was slowly, but inevitably, 
becoming increasingly .reliant on 
the West, specifically on the U.S. 
Instead of facilitating Soviet 
penetration in the area, Israel 
became a thorn in the Soviet side, in 
her successful wars against the 
Arabs, especially against Egypt, 
which- was recognized as the 
spearhead of Soviet designs in the 
region. 

It appeared that Israel, which the 
Soviet Union had helped achieve 
statehood, was standing successfully 
and valiantly in the way of. the 
powerful Soviet Union in its deter- 
mined efforts to gain control of 'the 
Middle East. Every defeat which. 
Egypt suffered at the hands of Israel 
was a devastating humiliation for 
the Soviet Union and a victory for 
the U.S., even though President 
Dwight Eisenhower prevented 
Israel from reaping the fruits of its 
victory over Egypt in 1956 and 
cooperated with the Soviet Union 
against Israel and against America's 
own allies — Britain and France. 

The 1967 -war was a further dis- 
astrous defeat for the Soviet Union 
and an overwhelming victory for 
Israel and its backer, the U.S. In 
Soviet eyes, Israel was tbecauseof 
its disgrace and became the object 
of its haired. 

THE SOVIET UNION not only 
broke diplomatic relations with' 
Israel, but from that day was deter- 
mined not only to consistently back 
the Arabs but to oppose Israel in 
every way possible and on all possi- 
ble occasions, for the purpose of 
rebuilding its prestige and influence 
in the Arab world. 

But was the Soviet Union ready 
to help, directly or indirectly, in 
destroying Israel? No. The Soviet 
Union needed and continues to 
need, Israel in the Middle East as 
the source for its own position in the 
area. 

The Arab-Israeli conflict was the 
Soviet Union’s raison d’etre in the 
region as the protector of the Arabs. 


If there were: no Israel there would 
be no justification for . fee Soviet 
Union’s continued presence in -the 
Middle East. If, however, Isnrei 

were Humiliate d for the benefit of 

the Arabs, the Soviet Union could 
effectively play its role as the' 
devoted friend and protector of the 
Arabs. But under no circumstances 
must Israel disappear. The Soviet 
Union would exert great efforts in 
maintaining the existence of the 
Jewish state, and the declarations of-. 
Soviet spokesnen to that effect are . 
sincere. 

IN GENERAL, ft Vpuld be highly 
desirable to mmntSin diplomatic 
relations, not only with friendly 
countries and with countries of 
similar political and social orienta- 
tions, but also with countries which 
are hostile and have opposing social 
and political ideologies. Hence, the 
Soviet Union maintains ' relations 
wife fee U.S. and wife fee entire 
Western World. 

Yet this general principle does 
not necessarily make it logical for 
the Soviet Union to resume 

■diplomatic relations wife Israel: " 

TzTspite of fee great antagonism 
between fee Soviet Union and the 
U.S., fee Soviets would gain nothing 
from severing relations with the 
U.S. or with all the NATO 
countries; On the contrary it would 
incur great losses — economic, 
political and international.
